Shall  the  youth  of  Zion  falter? 

Not  if  they  follow  the  counsel  and  advice  available 
to  them  through  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints’  outstanding  fireside  program,  “The  Church  Speaks 
to  Youth.”  Not  only  will  they  not  falter,  but  with  con- 
tinued guidance  of  the  same  inspired  calibre,  the  youth  of 
Zion  should  take  a place  of  prominence  and  leadership  in 
tomorrow’s  complex  world. 

DOING  SOMETHING 

In  these  days  everyone  seems  to  be  talking  about 
juvenile  delinquency  and  problems  which  face  the  youth 
— and  there  are  instances  of  things  being  done  about  the 
problem.  To  do  something  about  the  problem  requires 
much  more  than  a recognition  that  the  problem  exists 
and  much  more  than  a passive  desire  to  correct  the  prob- 
lem. 

Doing  something  about  helping  youth  with  their  prob- 
lems, first  of  all  requires  an  understanding  of  what  those 
problems  are.  Then  it  involves  taking  steps  to  aid  in  these 
problems  without  trying  to  solve  the  problems  for  the 
young  people, 

MUST  BE  COMPREHENSIVE 

Thirdly,  the  effort  must  be  on  a large  scale.  A vast 
number  of  youth  must  be  contacted  and  influenced  for 
good,  if  such  a program  of  youth  improvements  is  to  suc- 
ceed. 

Those  who  designed  the  “Church  Speaks  to  Youth,” 
fireside  program  have  taken  these  things  into  considera- 
tion and  have  evolved  a highly  effective,  well  coordinated 
program. 

DEALS  \^TH  REAL  PROBLEMS 

In  the  first  place  the  program  deals  with  problems 
vital  to  young  people’s  everyday  lives.  It  offers  frank  dis- 
cussions by  men  noted  for  their  understanding  of  youth. 
These  discussions  on  topics  such  as  dating,  choosing 
friends,  setting  goals,  being  “successful,”  being  happy,  ai*e 
things  which  felldws  and  girls  are  immersed  in  constantly. 
In  getting  down  to  real  basic  problems,  the  fireside  pro- 
gram achieves  its  first  goal. 

Psychologists  and  human  relations  experts  declare 
that  for  a person  to  be  vitally  concerned  with  an  issue  or 
program,  that  person  must  actively  participate  in  it.  But 
when  it  comes  to  helping  youth  scattered  throughout  the 
continent  and  on  the  islands  of  the  sea,  how  can  they  pos- 
sibly participate  actively.  The  answer  is:  through  discus- 
sion groups  which  the  fireside  series  provides  for.  It  is  an 
inpired  answer  to  the  difficult  task  of  putting  the  prob- 
lems right  into  the  laps  of  the  people  who  can  solve  them. 
NOT  JUST  LECTURES 

The  “Church  Speaks  to  Youth”  does  not  beam  a series 
of  sanctimonious  lectures  to  a captive  group  of,  squirming 
youngsters  who  wish  they  were  home  watching  television. 
The  fireside  program  exposes  youth  to  a few  choice  ideas, 
formulas  for  living  which  have  stood  the  test  of  time. 

Then,  and  this  is  highly  important,  the  youngsters- 
themselves,  talk  about  these  problems  of  theirs.  They  ex- 
press themselves,  they  participate,  they  become  vitally 
concerned. 

Finally,  to  be  effective,  a youth  program  must  be 
highly  inclusive.  It  must  be  far  reaching  enough  that  the 
trends  and  attitudes  it  creates  can  have  strength  and 
depth  of  numbers. 

Nothing  in  the  field  of  church  youth  relations  has 
approached  the  magnitude  of  the  present  program.  Try 
to  picture  more  than  200,000  young  people  in  congrega- 
tions clear  across  the  continent — east  to  west,  north  to 
south  and  out  into  the  islands  of  the  sea,  waiting  expebt- 
antly  to  hear  the  voice  of  the  man  they  hold  to  be  a 
Prophet  of  God.  It  is  breathtaking.  They  gathered  togeth- 
er for  the  first  fireside  session,  200,000  strong.  In  that 
gathering  there  was  a singleness  of  purpose,  a quiet  dig- 
nity, a vibrant  faith  which  should  make  leaders  of  godless 
totalitarian  states  shudder.

Two  recent  reports  respective- 
ly concerning  Communist  China 
and  Nationalist  China  have  in- 
spired wide  speculation  of  their 
consequences.  One  report  indi- 
cates the  possibility  of  Red 
China  launching  an  earth  satel- 
lite within  the  next  two  years 
and  being  in  possession  of  nu- 
clear weapons.  The  other  is  a 
much  criticized  statement  made 
by  U.  S.  Army  Secretary  Bruck- 
er  at  a press  conference  at  Tai- 
peh,  Taiwan  to  the  effect  that  thu 
United  States  would  defend  the 
Nationalist  strongholds,  Quemoy 
and  Matsu,  only  a few  miles  off 
Mainland  China.  Both  reports  de- 
serve careful  attention. 

THOUGH  these  reports  are 
unrelated,  but  not  separated  or 
isolated  events  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  has 
committed  herself  to  the  defense 
of  Taiwan. 

Red  China’s  possession  of  nu- 
clear weapons  and  entry  to  the 
space  race  would  not  only  gain 
unprecedented  prestige  among 
the  under-developed  countries 
both  in  Asia  and  Africa,  but 
also  pose,  it  seems,  a real  dan- 
ger to  the  U.  S.  defense  in  the 
Pacific  Basin. 

IT  APPEARS  to  certain  circles 
that  if  Red  China  determines  to 
conquer  these  tiny  offshore  is- 
lands which  the  U.  S.  is  obligated 
by  treaty  to  defend  it,  would  in- 
volve the  U.  S.  in  a nuclear  war 
in  which  neither  the  U.  S.  nor 
even  the  USSR  would  like  to  en- 
gage. 

In  a careful  analysis  of  the 
present  Chinese  situation,  the 
fear  expressed  on  nuclear  war 
over  the  offshore  islands  seems 
unwarranted. 

CHINA’S  traditional  enemy,  it 
has  generally  been  held  in  China 
for  ages,  comes  from  the  north. 
Russia  is  certainly  aware  of  it. 
Then,  it  is  highly  doubtful . that 
Mr.  Khrushchev  would  provide 
his  junior  partner  the  technical 
know-how  to  produce  the  nucle- 
ar weapon  and  satellite  which 
would  enable  Red  China,  already 
assumed  as  a co-leader  of  ide- 
alogy  in  Communist  world,  to 
share  with  Russia  leadership  in 
both  military  might  and  scien- 
tific prowess.

Bearcats  Still  No. 


NEW  YORK,  Jan.  19— (UPI) 
— Cincinnati,  which  lost  its  per- 
fect basketball  record  last  Sat- 
urday night  at  Bradley,  almost 
lost  its  No.  1 spot  to  California 
today  in  United  Press  Interna- 
tional’s major  college  ratings. 

The  Bearcats,  who  suffered 
their  first  loss  of  the  season  when 
they  dropped  a 91-90  decision  to 
Bradley,  received  18  first-place 
votes  and  326  points.  In  the  clos- 
est weekly  balloting  of  the  cam- 
paign, California  would  up  only 
eight  points  behind  Cincinnati 
with  13  first  place  votes  and  318 
points. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  remained 
third  with  two  first-place  votes 
and  255  points  in  the  latest  vot- 
ing by  the  35  leading  coaches 
who  rate  the  teams  weeklky  for 
UPI.  Bradley,  which  scored  its 
31set  consecutive  victory  at 
home  when  it  edged  Cincinnati, 
advanced  from  fifth  to  fourth 
with  two  first-place  votes  and 
239  points.  Ohio  State  was  fifth 
with  211  points. 

Georgia  Tech  remained  sixth 
with  125  points,  Utah  was  sev- 
enth with  71,  Texas  A and  M 
eighth  with  57,  Villanova  ninth 
with  55  and  Southern  California 
10th  with  52.
